She un-handcuffed him 
and allowed him to shower. Approximately fifteen minutes later, Deputy Leos 
returned to escort Inmate Jaimes back to his cell.

Deputy IE heard Deputy Leos scream for help. Deputy I went to the 


area where he believed the Scream came from and saw Inmate Jaimes was 
approaching Deputy Leos. There was only one wrist handcuffed and the other cuff 
was in Inmate Jaimes hand. Deputy tackled Inmate Jaimes. Inmate Jaimes 
resisted Deputy [EEE ang Deputy Leos’ efforts to restrain him. Deputy 

punched Inmate Jaimes in the face several times, but the inmate continued to resist 
and swing his arms. Deputy, then struck the inmate in the face several times 
with his knee. Deputy Leos punched Inmate Jaimes in the face and body numerous 
times. This still had no effect on inmate Jaimes. 


Deputy Jason Snyder heard the commotion and went to the area of the incident. He 
saw that Inmate Jaimes was resisting and struck him in the rib cage area with his 
knee and on the head with his elbow.

On September 6, 2008 at approximately 0725 hours, Men’s Central Jail Deputies were 
involved in a use of force with Inmate Ernesto Jaimes in 3100/3300 Module. 3100/3300 
Modules house K-10 inmates. The inmates are classified as such because they are high 
tisk to jail security and require administrative segregation from the general population 
inmates. They are housed in single man cells and are aways searched and handcuffed 
prior to being removed from their cells. 


On the morning of September 6, 2008, Deputy Danielle Leos was assigned as the 
3100/3300 Movement Deputy. Her duties included ensuring the inmates in the module 
received their showers. She started with Inmate Jaimes, She searched, handcuffed 
and escorted him to the shower. She unhandcuffed him and allowed him to shower. 
Approximately fifteen minutes later, Deputy Leos returned to escort Inmate Jaimes back 
to his cell. 


Deputy Leos handcuffed Inmate Jaimes through the bars. She removed a bag of 
personal property he had with him and placed it on the ground outside of the shower. 
Deputy Leos unlocked the shower door, grabbed the handcuff chain and took Inmate 
Jaimes out of the shower. Once outside of the shower, Inmate Jaimes asked Deputy 
Leos if he could get his property bag. Deputy Leos said he could. As inmate Jaimes 
leaned down to retrieve his property bag, he quickly jerked forward and pulled his hand 
free from the handcuff. He quickly turned and hit Deputy Leos in the back. Fearing that 
he would attack her further, Deputy Leos distanced herself from Inmate Jaimes and 
yelled for help. 


Deputy [vas conducting his module operations in the module and heard Deputy 
Leos scream for help. He went to the area where he believed the scream came from 
and saw Inmate Jaimes was approaching Deputy Leos. There was only one wrist 
handcuffed and the other cuff was in Inmate Jaimes hand. Deputy tackled 
Inmate Jaimes. Inmate Jaimes resisted Deputy eng Deputy Leos efforts to 
restrain him.

The taser activation caused inmate Jaimes to fall to the ground and 
stop resisting. Inmate Jaimes was handcuffed and escorted out of the module. 


He was immediately treated at Men’s Central Jail then transported to Los Angeles 
County Medical Center where he was treated by Doctor S. Johnson , blunt 
trauma to face, back, abdomen and extremities.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 

LEOS, DANIELLE 

Deputy Leos was interviewed on Tuesday, October 14, 2008 at approximately 0931 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Diana Gealta and David Bly at Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that 


interview. 


Deputy Leos said she was assigned as the 3100/3300 Movement Deputy. Her duties 
include ensuring the inmates get to take a shower. Deputy Leos stated the inmates in 
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3100/3300 are high-power K-10 inmates. They are classified as such because they are 
combative, hostile and active gang members. 


Based on their classification, the inmates in that module are treated differently then the 
inmates in general population. The K-10 inmates are housed in single man cells, prior 
to a K-10 being removed from their cell, they are strip searched. They are also 
handcuffed and escorted everywhere they go. 


Deputy Leos said the first cell on each row has a shower and telephone inside of the 
cell. If an inmate is not going to use the telephone, he is escorted off the row to the 
shower area on the second floor of the module. This is done to expedite showers and 
make certain all inmates get access to the shower. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “C” for a photograph of the upstairs 
shower area. 


On the day of the incident, Deputy Leos approached Inmate Jaimes’ cell and asked him 
if he wanted to take a shower. Inmate Jaimes said he did want a shower but, he did not 
want to use the telephone. Deputy Leos strip searched Inmate Jaimes and asked him 
to face the rear of the cell. She handcuffed him and escorted him upstairs to the 
shower area. Approximately fifteen minutes later, Deputy Leos returned and 
handcuffed Inmate Jaimes, she was certain that she double locked the cuffs. Deputy 
Leos noticed that there was a property bag on the ground in the shower. She took the 
property bag and put it outside of the shower in front of the gate to the shower. 


Deputy Leo's did not notice anything unusual with Inmate Jaimes. She unlocked the 
shower door and put her hands on the chain which links the handcuffs. Deputy Leos 
took Inmate Jaimes out of the shower. She told him he could pick up his property bag. 
When he bent down to pick it up, he pulled forward to the left. Inmate Jaimes slipped 
his right handcuff and turned counterclockwise. 


Deputy Leo’s held onto the handcuff which was still attached to his left hand. Inmate 
Jaimes turned and punched Deputy Leos in the middle of her back, causing her to let 
go of the handcuff. Inmate Jaimes started swing the handcuff and this scared Deputy 
Leos. She screamed and backed up creating distance between her and Inmate 
Jaimes. She stated Inmate Jaimes stopped swinging the handcuff and started slowly 
walking toward her. This frightened Deputy Leos and she started yelling and continued 
to back up toward 3301 module. 


Inmate Jaimes continued to walk toward Deputy Leos. He did not say anything just 
continued walking toward her with the handcuff in his left hand, Deputy Leos described 
the handcuff as being latched open like a knife. She said she retreated approximately 
ten to fifteen feet. Deputy Leos stated she did not request assistance or put information 
out over the radio because she was concerned with creating distance between her and 
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Inmate Jaimes. Additionally, she did not think to use any of her personal weapons 
{including OC or flashlight) because she “froze up.” 


Deputy M ivea and tackled Inmate Jaimes from behind. Inmate Jaimes landed 

on his stomach but immediately started swinging both his arms and trying to get up. 

Deputy Leos punched him about ten to fifteen times in the face and abdomen. Deputy 
also punched the inmate as they both gave him verbal commands. 


Deputy Leos said Deputy Snyder arrived and Inmate Jaimes planted both feet on the 
ground and was trying to get up. Deputy Leos kicked Inmate Jaimes five to ten times 
on his legs and knees, which was ineffective. She then began stomping on the back of 
his ankles in a diagonal motion with both of her feet. He continued to resist, in an 
effort to gain control and prevent further assault. Deputy Leos sprayed Inmate Jaimes 
with a 2-3 second burst of “Freeze + P” which did not stop his resistance. At that point, 
Sergeant Mendoza ordered that Inmate Jaimes be tased. Deputy Leos was pushed out 
of the way and someone tased Inmate Jaimes. He was handcuffed without further 
incident. Inmate Jaimes was taken to the clinic and treated by Doctor Saddler then 
transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center. 


Deputy Leos said Inmate Jaimes did not give any indication that something was wrong. 
She did not have any contact with Inmate Jaimes prior to the day of the incident and did 
not know why he attacked her. 


Deputy Leos said she had a bruise on her back where Inmate Jaimes punched her. 
She did not get any medical treatment. 


Deputy Leos immediately notified Sergeant Mendoza of the force she used and 
witnessed.

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Deputy was interviewed on Tuesday, October 14, 2008, at approximately 1012 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Diana Gealta and David Bly at Internal 
Affair's Bureau. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that 
interview. 


Deputy sia he was assigned as the OOO O O His duties include 
ensuring the inmates get their showers, escorting the nurse, escorting inmates if they 
get passes and making sure the Title 15 book is updated. 


Deputy Mk =: 3100 and 3300 modules house K-10 inmates. They are divided by 
“actives” and “protective custody” inmates. The “actives” are highly assaultive and “cop 
killers,” they are housed downstairs. The “protective custody" inmates are housed 
upstairs. 


Deputy stated that on September 6, 2008, he was upstairs in 3100 module. He 
was in the officer's cage area by “C” row. He heard stainless steel doors crash 
together, then he heard Deputy Leos scream. He described the scream as distressed. 
He immediately stopped what he was doing and ran toward the direction where he 
initially heard the noise. 


Once Deputy IEEE could see what was going on, he saw an inmate (later identified as 
Inmate Jaimes) who had a handcuff attached to his wrist. The other part of the 
handcuff was in his hand with the serrated portion cut. He was holding the cuff as if it 
were a weapon. Inmate Jaimes was walking toward Deputy Leos with his hand away 
from his body, he was holding the handcuff as if it were a knife and he was going to 
stab her. 


Deputy said he tackled Inmate Jaimes from behind by wrapping his arms around 
him. They both fell to the ground, Inmate Jaimes maneuvered out of Deputy 

grasp and manipulated his body counter clockwise, trying to stand up. Deputy IEE 
punched him approximately 10-15 times in the face. Inmate Jaimes continued to 
struggle and tried to get up. Deputy lllcontinually gave him verbal commands to 
stop fighting and to give up his hand, which Inmate Jaimes ignored. 


Deputy M- tate he struck inmate Jaimes on the left side of the face with his knee. 
Inmate Jaimes continued to disregard Depu! commands, he tried to stand up 
and continued to swing his arms at Deputy and Deputy Leos. Deputy 

kicked Inmate Jaimes with his right foot, once in the stomach and once in the chest. 
This had no effect on Inmate Jaimes. 


Inmate Jaimes continued to dismiss Deput verbal commands and 
continuously tried to stand up. Deputy| ried to push Inmate Jaimes to the 
ground by pushing down on his back with both hands and striking him in the head with 
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his knee two or three times, Poot cs not sure what portion of Inmate’s 
Jaimes face he hit. Deputy efforts to make Inmate Jaimes comply with his 
verbal commands where ineffective. 


Deputy M2r Sergeant Mendoza say, “taser, taser”, he distanced himself from 
Inmate Jaimes. Senior Deputy I tasea Inmate Jaimes. This caused Inmate 
Jaimes to tense up, he hit his head on the bars of the officer cage and fell to the 
ground. Deputy’ immediately handcuffed Inmate Jaimes without further incident. 


Deputy ii—sutferea multiple fractures in his left wrist, lacerations on his left and right 
knees and lacerations to his left and right knuckles. He was unable to work for 30 days 
due to the injuries he sustained in the altercation with Inmate Jaimes. 


Deputy immediately reported the force he used and witnessed to Sergeant 
Mendoza.

SNYDER, Jason 


Deputy Snyder was interviewed on Tuesday, October 14, 2008, at approximately 1044 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Diana Gealta and David Bly at Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that 
interview. 


On September 6, 2008, Deputy Snyder was assigned to 3301, which is the K-10 
discipline module. It is adjacent to the upstairs shower area of 3100 and 3300 
Modules. 


Deputy Snyder said he was in the 3301 office which is approximately 30 feet away from 
3300 and the upstairs shower area of 3100 and 3300. He heard yelling in 3300, he 
stepped out of his office and saw two deputies struggling to gain control of an inmate 
(later identified as Inmate Jaimes) on the ground. Deputy Snyder ran over to assist, he 
saw Inmate Jaimes had a handcuff attached to his left hand but, it was not attached to 
his right hand. Inmate Jaimes had both feet on the ground, his right hand was also on 
the ground, he was holding the unattached handcuff (the tip of the rachet was pointing 
outward) in his right hand and was swinging it at Deputy Leos. 
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Deputy Snyder struck Inmate Jaimes four times in the right rib area with his knee. 
Inmate Jaimes did not react to this and continued to swing the handcuff at Deputy Leos. 
Deputy Snyder made a chopping motion with his left arm and struck Inmate Jaimes in 
the back of the head with the back portion of his forearm causing his head to hit the 
ground. 


At this point, someone used pepper spray and accidently contaminated Deputy Snyder. 
Deputy Snyder said there was sufficient additional personnel and he left to wash his 
eye out. 


Deputy Snyder immediately notified Sergeant Mendoza of the force he used and 
witnessed.

Senior Deputy EE vas interviewed on Monday, September 8, 2008, at 
approximately 1044 hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Se:geant Diana Gealta at Men's 
Central Jail. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that 
interview. 


Senior Deputy [EE vas advised via the the public address system of a deputy 
involved fight. He immediately went to 3100/3300 modules. When he arrived and 
opened the front door, he heard deputies yelling “stop fighting, stop fighting”. He went 
upstairs to the mezzanine level and saw Deputy Leos, Deputy le nc Deputy 
Snyder engaged in a fight with Inmate Jaimes. Inmate Jaimes was trying to get up, he 
was on his knees rocking back onto his toes. His right hand was on the ground. A 
handcuff was attached to his left wrist and he was holding the racheted part of the 
handcuff in his hand swinging it at the deputies. 


Senior Deputy saw Deputy I striking Inmate Jaimes in the face with his 
knee. He heard Deputy Leos giving Inmate Jaimes verbal commands to “get down” 
and “stop fighting” as she was kicking his legs and ankles. Senior Deputy saw 
Deputy Snyder strike Inmate Jaimes on the right side of his mid-section with his knees. 
Senior Deputy [told Inmate Jaimes to get on the ground, Inmate Jaimes did not 
comply with Senior Deputy Mo: cers. 


Senior Deputy E pserved Deputy Leos pepper spray Inmate Jaimes in the face 
The pepper spray did not affect Inmate Jaimes and he continued to fight. Sergeant

Mendoza arrived and ordered Senior Deputy [to tase Inmate Jaimes. 


Senior Deputy tased Inmate Jaimes, the probes of the taser hit Inmate Jaimes in 
the back. Inmate Jaimes fell to the ground, as he fell, the back of his head struck the 
metal bars of the officer's cage area. 


Senior Deputy E- Deputy M handcuff Inmate Jaimies while the taser was 
still cycling. Inmate Jaimes was transported to the clinic for medical treatment and was 
subsequently sent to Los Angeles County Medical Center. 


Senior Deputy [immediately reported the force he witnessed and used to 
Sergeant Mendoza.

Deputy Eas interviewed on Tuesday, October 14, 2008, at approximately 1054 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Diana Gealta and David Bly at Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that 
interview. 


On September 6, 2008, Deputy Bias assigned as 3000 Prowl #1. The 3000 
Control announced over the public address system that there was a deputy involved 
fight in 3100/3300. Deputy went to 3100/3300, as he was going up the stairs to 
the location of the incident, he heard Sergeant Mendoza say, “tase him” tase him’. 


When he arrived at the location of the incident he saw Inmate Ernesto Jaimes in what 
he described as a three point stance (like football). The inmate had his right hand on 
the ground, both his feet were firmly planted and his knees were bent. His right arm 
was bent and his elbow was thrown back, he had one handcuff attached to his left wrist 
and he was holding the other cuff open like a hook. 


As Deputy IIE reached the top of the stairs he saw Senior Deputy [tase the 
inmate. The taser immediately effected Inmate Jaimes causing him to fall to the 
ground. As he fell to the ground he hit his head on the security cage bars. Once he 
was on the ground, Deputy M handcuffed him with the handcuff’s which were 
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already on him.

WITNESSES STATEMENT 
Sworn Witness 
Mendoza, Jose 


Sergeant Mendoza was interviewed on Monday, September 8, 2008, at approximately 
0955 hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Diana Gealta at Men’s Central Jail. 
The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of that interview. 


On September 6, 2008, Sergeant Mendoza was assigned as 3000 Floor Sergeant. The 
3000 Control announced over the public address system that there was a deputy 
involved in a fight in 3100/3300. Sergeant Mendoza responded to 3100/3300 Module 
and heard commotion coming from the upstairs area in the module. He heard 
someone yelling, “stop fighting’. Sergeant Mendoza went upstairs and saw an inmate 
(later identified as Inmate Jaimes) face down in a three point stance. Inmate Jaimes 
had a handcuff on his left wrist which was not secured to his right wrist. He was 
swinging his left arm with the loose handcuff. 


Based on the information he had regarding Inmate Jaimes being involved in a fight with 
deputies, observing that Inmate Jaimes was not co-operating and his K-10 status, 
Sergeant Mendoza ordered that Inmate Jaimes be tased. 


Sergeant Mendoza observed Senior Deputy Witas Inmate Jaimes. Inmate 
Jaimes fell to the ground. As he fell, he struck the back of head on the bars of the 
officer's cage area. Sergeant Mendoza saw Deputy {ii handcuff Inmate Jaimes. 


Inmate Jaimes walked with the deputies out of the module, where they waited for the 
medical staff to arrive and treat him for his injuries. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Mendoza attempted to interview Inmate 
Jaimes regarding the incident, but was unable to geta 
statement. (See Exhibit E for copy of video taped interview). 


Deputy Leos, Deputy Snyder and Deputy I reported their use of force to him. He 
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directed Senior Deputy HE. s- of the taser. 


Sergeant Mendoza speculated that the reason Inmate Jaimes assaulted Deputy Leos 
was to make an amends for not participating in the extractions which took place on 
August 25, 2008 in 3100/3300 Modules. He stated Inmate Jaimes had co-operated 
with the extraction team on that date and exited his cell which contradicts the “code” in 
the jail. 


1AB Note: Inmate Jaimes stated he was not housed in 
the module during the extractions. His housing history 
indicates he was housed in 3301 (discipline module) on 
August 25, 2008. I, Diana Gealta, verified with Men’s 
Central Jail operations staff that no extraction took 
place in 3301 on August 25, 2008.

Suspect STATEMENTS 
JAIMES, Ernesto 


Inmate Ernesto Jaimes was interviewed on September 8, 2008 at approximately 1150 
hours by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Diana Gealta. The audio recording 
malfunctioned and only a portion of his interview was recorded. Inmate Ernesto Jaimes 
was re-interviewed on September 8, 2008 at approximately 1148 hrs by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Diana Gealta and Frank Quichocho et Los Angeles County Medical 
Center. The interview was tape recorded. The following is a summary of both 
interviews. 


Inmate Jaimes said when he woke up on the day of the incident, Deputy Leos was 
conducting showers for the inmates on his row. He asked if he was going to get a 
shower and Deputy Leos told him he had to take a “bird bath” in his cell because he did 
not wake up when it was his turn to shower. Inmate Jaimes said okay and asked for an 
inmate complaint form. Deputy Leos told him she would bring it to him later. Deputy 
Leos returned to Inmate Jaimes cell without the inmate complaint form and asked him if 
he still wanted to take a shower. 
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IAB Note: In the initial interview with Inmate Jaimes, he 
said Deputy Leos returned after two to three minutes. In 
the second interview he stated she returned twenty 
minutes later. 


Inmate Jaimes told Deputy Leos he still wanted to take a shower. She handcuffed him 
and took him upstairs to the shower area. When they arrived upstairs, she took him to 
the area between the stairwell and the showers (see diagram sketched by Inmate 
Jaimes under Miscellaneous Documents). There was a male Caucasian or Hispanic 
deputy. Inmate Jaimes said the deputy's name started with an M and it was followed by 
U and G. Once the male deputy was present, Deputy Leos slapped Inmate Jaimes two 
to three times in the face. As she slapped him she said, “tell me what you are saying” 
The male deputy punched Inmate Jaimes on his left side in the rib area one time. The 
deputies put Inmate Jaimes in the shower and told him to take his shower. 


IAB Note: Deputy Leos denied slapping Inmate Jaimes prior to 
putting him in the shower. She stated she was alone when 
she put him in the shower. Additionally, she did not punch 
Inmate Jaimes in the ribs nor did she see anyone punch him in 
the ribs. 


Deputy [land Snyder denied seeing Deputy Leos putting 
Inmate Jaimes in the shower or seeing anyone punch him in 
the ribs. 


Deputy EEE said the first time he went in the 3100/3300 
Module on the day of the incident, was in response to the 
incident. 


Inmate Jaimes took a quick shower because he was in pain and wanted to go back to 
his cell. He said Deputy Leos returned a few minutes later and asked him if he was 
ready to go back to his cell. Inmate Jaimes told her he was ready and Deputy Leos 
instructed him to put his hands through the slot in the cell door. Inmate Jaimes said he 
did as instructed and Deputy Leos put handcuffs on him. When she put the handcuffs 
on his wrist he noticed that the right handcuff was loose. 


Inmate Jaimes said he told Deputy Leos the handcuff was loose and tried to retreat to 
the back of the cell because he did not have a good feeling about his handcuff being 
loose. Deputy Leos asked him where he was going, pulled him back toward the shower 
cell gate and took him out of the shower. Inmate Jaimes said Deputy Leos held the 
shower cell gate with one hand and grabbed his hands with the other hand as she 
pulled him out of the shower. He attempted to close the handcuff by pushing it closed 
with his fingers but was unsuccessful. 


IAB Note: Deputy Leos stated Inmate Jaimes did not advise 
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her that the handcuff was loose, she checked the handcuff 
prior to taking Inmate Jaimes out of the cell and double locked 
it. Additionally, she stated she had to let go of Inmate Jaimes 
to unlock the padlock which locks the shower door. 


He stated he remembered several deputies came to where he and Deputy Leos were. 
He stated they “beat him up” but he did not remember any details. Inmate Jaimes 
stated he blacked out and when he woke up, he was being put in an ambulance. 


IAB Note: |, Sergeant Diana Gelata observed the Suspect 
had swelling and bruising around both his eyes, 
scrapes on both sides of his forehead, a bruise on the 
left side of his neck, scratches on his left shoulder, 
scratches on his right hand and elbow and bruises on 
both his knees.
